Mahomed is the apostle of God, who sent him to be a guide to the true religion to make it know 
to the whole world. 

On the obverse, in the centre. 

Mahomed is the apostle of God. 

Round the rim 

In the name of God this dinar was struck in the year 166 <of the Hejeia>. 

Note, Dec. 1862. 

A vase of these cufic coins was found two or three years ago at Zanzibar <1859>. They are of 
the same Dynasty, and dates vary from 100 to 200 years of the Hejeia, 1.e. between A.D. 730 & 
830.
